This made the distance 
from Gore Bay to Kagawong, the next 
port of call, eighteen miles instead of 
twelve, as by the inside route. AS 
the distance overland from Gore Bay 
to Kagawong was but eight miles, I 
surmised that our troubles might not 
be ended yet, and such proved to be 
the case, for as we touched the wharf 
at Kagawong a buggy, with two oc- 
cupants, came dashing down the hill, 


and I saw the two comstables from 
Gore Bay. The ‘‘Carmona” did not 
lie more than ten minutes at the 


wharf, during which time I kept in 
the shadow of the wheel-house. As 
soon as the boat moved out I came 
from my hiding-place, and was told 
by the cabin watchman that a con- 
Stable was on board with a warrant 
for my arrest for assault.

LOUIS FRECHETTE’S CHRiSTMAS IN FRENCH CANADA. _ A _ handsome 
two-dollar book, beautifully bound, and illustrated from designs by Fred. Simpson 
Coburn. This fine book is in its second season of public favour, but it has not by any 
means worn out its welcome, on the contrary it is more popular than ever. 

LA NOEL AU CANADA. This is another two-dollar book. It is an edition in 
French of the foregoing work. The illustrations are the same asin the English edition, 

A WOMAN TENDERFOOT. This very handsome volume. which has 150 fine 
illustrations, is written by GRACE GALLATIN SETON-THOMPSON, wife of the author of 
‘“Wild Animals I Have Known.” It was while accompanying her husband in his 
camping excursions in search of information for his great book, that Mrs. Seton- 
Thompson underwent the experiences she here narrates so interestingly. The pictures 
drawn for her by her husband and his artist friends are worth the price asked for the 
volume—two dollars. : 

WILD ANIMALS I HAVE KNOWN. This before-mentioned work is the 
favourite animal-book of the period. It has been imitated, but its unique charm 
remains. The drawings of animals are most artistic and satisfying. Going rapidly

BACHELOR BALLADS SET TO PICTURES, isa handsome collection of twenty- 
nine of the good-fellowship songs of the world so far as the words go. There is no 
music: the volume relies on its good old songs and its illustrations. A do!lar-fifry book, 

RIP VAN WINKLE. This is the text of the play by the famous American actor 
Joseph Jefferson, who made the part of “Rip.” The work is beautifully illustrated. 
Two dollars and fifty cents. 

NATURAL HISTORY WITH ANECDOTE. This is a brightly written book. 
which may be said to teach zoology and natural history by means of stories. It has 20 
coloured p'ates and sells for a dollar-fifty.

SOLDIERING IN CANADA, by Lr.-Co.. GrorGE T. DENISON, is by a long way 
the most interesting autobiography ever published in Canada. See noticcs in all the 
Canadian and English papers.
